Plowing by electric tractor was recently introduced f"r the first tine 
In the Uzbek SSR at "Ecnonlat” Kolkhoz, Yangl -Yul’skiy Rayon, The tractor 
was built by the Central Station of Mechanization and Agro technology of "Soyuz 
MHhi m (All-Union Scientific Research Cotton Institute! under the dlreotlcn 
of Design fegl^eer V.T. Danll'ohenko. The tract or la multipurpose, able to 
plow, cultivate, narrow, sow, and work between cotton furrows. The beLi of 
the factor la the universal tractor produced by the Kir or Plant. The main 
change a are the Inatallatlon of an electric no tor and nsohanlzatlon of tne 
hole ting and winding of the oable. The electric tractor can work up to 20 
heotares from one point of connection with the power line a, and 5te capacity 
la 0*4 hectares^ per hour. Plowing one hectare with the new tractor Is 60 
percent cheaper than using the usual tractor with kerosene engine. 

The "Avan^rd” Artel will use the tractor this spring In cooperation 
with the "Ernanmlat" Kolkhoz. A transformer substation has been built for 
thia purpose on the kolkhoz. By autumn of this year, the langl-Yul'WS will 
receive several elec trio tractors which will plow 3,000 hectares.

Motor vehicles of the aoet modern make are belnj p*it out by Estonian 
automobile plants for enterprises of the country. During February «-vu Karoh 
1949, 35 4 -ten ZDB-150 trucks, 37 l£-tcn OAZ-MM machines, and 3 Dieael -electric 
passenger buses were Issued. 

Fourteen OAZ-51 machines with a 2. 5 -ton hoisting capacity were constructed 
for the shale industry and for a nuaber of Estonian plahts. The Tallin Public 
Welfare Trust and the Ministry of CoMnal Economy received 17 motor dump carts. 
Dozens of enterprises are purchasing light "Pobeda" automobiles.
